He 
would give edequate protection to indus- 
tries that maeed it; at the same time he 
recognizes the dependence of the govern- 
ment on customs duties for revenue, 
Therefore he would have prohibitory du- 
ties, which are destructive of revenue 
and give excessive protection, cut down 
to @ proper figure, They should be. He 
would also, wherever possible, impose 
duties on the luxuries of the rich rather 
than the necessaries of the poor. ‘The 
present tariff does not measure upto that 
standard in all respects. For instance, 
the duties on silks are lower than those 
on cotton lace and underwear. This 
should be rectified in the interest of the 


poor consumer.

if her hQsband were a knight or a barohet. 
She aleo enfoye the distinction of being 
the only wife of any chief magistrate to be 
adorned with a chain of office, which dates 
baek to the seventeenth century.

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HOBSON SCORES ROOSEVELT. 


Says Withdrawal of Fleet from Pacific 
Would Be National and Interna- 


tional Calamity. 


Akron, O., Nov. 238.—Congressman Rich- 
mond P. Hobson, who was here today, has 
sent a letter to President Roosevelt, de- 
manding that he rescind his orders recalling 
the United States fleet from the Pacific. In 
his letter he scored President Roosevelt for 
hie interference in the Japanese troubles 
in California, saying: 

“Our presidents invariably have refused 
to interfere in local matters even when for- 
tign subjects, were being espacsinated, but 
in thie case, Mr. President, you did interfere 
where foreign subjecte were not being 
harmed. If you were justified then in calling 
on the people of San Francisco to surrender 
you are not justified now in withdrawing 
the fleet and again placing them and their 
neighbors on thte whole coast in precisely the 
same defenseless position.” -
